Whnt most enchanted roe, though, at 


rny Drst slglitof "VlisscDgemvaa tho group 
of burlesquo peasantry assembled on tho 
pier to \vntch tho coming of the steninbont, 
Bays n correspondent of tho Boston Horald, 
writing from Hollnnd. At least, my first 
thought was that tlioy -were burlesciuers 
who had pcrhnps beon stranded In tho low 
countries by tho defalcation of an orranfc 
manager, for I had never seen each won- 
drous beings, oscept upon tho burlesque 
stage, or at Mr, Ilarrignn'a delightful 
theater In New York, or in the London 
music halls, but it was soon made mani- 
fest that these were not oaricEituro Hol- 
landers, but Bunumo ones. And, what 
WHH more, I soon discovered that the bur- 
lesquo Dutchman is not nearly so droll as 
tho genuine oue. 


They woro vast, ungainly breeches, as

SHE LIVED IN A TENEMENT ON 


' CHARLES STEEET. 


Much Property Left to a Olitnnt Relative— 


Money "Found In tbe Home Showed She 
"Wai Not In Destitute Circumstances. 


• 'Mrs. Elizabeth Edgerley,an eccentric old 
woman, was found dead in her home, in 
TEdperley's court, yesterday artcrnoOD. 


She had been dead a week when found 


by a neighbor. 


Dr. Irish viewed the body yesterday and 


pronounced the cause of de&tb. to have 
beon apoplexy.

able property. 


Mra. Edgerley was, perhaps, 80 years of 


age, 
and had been a widow since 1877. 


She lived alone in one of hor own tene- 
ments, and spoke to no one In the court, 
except a woman who resided in the same 
building with her. For a week past no 
onfl had seen her and there were no olgns 
of life in her portion of the house. 


On Friday last a friend of hors. a Mrs. 


Hainea residing on Bock street called at 
her liouae but received no response to her 
repeated knocking at Mrs. Edgerley's^oor. 
She then saw|the woman in tbo olher']tene- 
ment .who told her that Mrs. Edgerley had 
not been seen for several daja. 


She returned to her homo somewhat 


uneasy,having instructed tlie woman in the 
tenement to Inform her when ilrs.Edtjerley 
returned. 


Yesterday afternoon th0 two women, 


having made up tbeir minds that some- 
thing had happened tlie old lady, knocked 
repeatedly at the door but received no an- 
swer. 


They went into the cellar and by means 


of removing a partition affected an en- 
trance Into Mrs. Edgerley's apartments 
where they found her lying face down- 
ward on the floor, cold in death. 
The 


body was but partially clothed. 


Officer Dennett was notified aud Under- 


taker Brooks removed the body to his 
warerooms where, it was viewed by Dr. 
Irish. 


As is customary In such cases,a thorough 


search was made by the police. 


The tenement in which Mrs. Edgerley 


had lived consisted of six rooms. Three of 
them were opened and were all in an uu- 
'cared for condition. There was no sign of 
food or fuel in them and there was a pov- 
.erty stricken appearance about them. 


The three other rooms were locked up 


and as the police found numerous keys 


j they began the task of fitting them to tbe 
locked doors. They succeeded in entering 
two bat with the third they were unsuc- 
cessful. 


These two rooms were a big surprise to 
them. 


One was a parlor very neatly kept and 


very prettily furnished. 
There were cur- 


tains, carpets, pictures, brie a-brac and in 
fact everything about the room was in de- 
cided contrast to the three rooms first seen. 
In a closet iu the parlor was au old fash- 
ioned set of "blue" china,complete, which 
could not have been the property of any 
poor person. There was also an old family 
bible in the room which gave the date of 
the husband's death as above mentioned. 
The other room was a neatly furnished bed 
room containing a very comfortable bed, 
exquisitely furnished. 
The room con- 


tained an immense amount of clothing, 
etc., all of Dice quality. 


In an old fashioned bureau in this room 


were found a couple of small bags. 
In 


one was found a dollar and a half and in 
the other was a very small bundle done up 
In a rag whicb contained $70, a $50 and a 
$2.0 
bill.

Senator Cockrell, chairman of tho com- 


niliteu on appropriations, Is very hopeful 
of being ablj to dispose of tlio iiieomo tux 
qiifslion by Uiu time tlio we'ok shall bo 
.liiilf gunc, und If he should succeed in this, 
Senator Morgan, \vjio is .in clmrgu of tho 
Nicaragua bill, thinks Micro will bo no 
dllliculty in securing u voto on tho cnnul 
hill before tho close of the week, thus leav- 
ing the way clear lor tho bankruptcy and 
territorial admission and other bills, as 
woll as tlie other appropriation bills. 


Chairman Cockrell doos not regard se- 


riously tlio prospect of n prolonged dismis- 
sion of tho income tax question.

will be several speuches, which, while 
bused on tho deficiency bill, will bo di- 
rected to tho discussion of tho general 
financial questions.

ernment and the redemption of United 
States and treasury notes. 


The bill will also provide for the Issu- 


ance of bank notes to take tho place of tho 
treasury noten in nuch way as not to pro-

contraction of tlie currency. 


Another provision is thnt tnc national 
banks shall be allowed to issue up to thoir 
par value, mid the tux on national bank 
circulation Is fixed ac % of 1 per cent. 


In tho Interest of silver, the bill pro- 


vides for its unlimited coinage under tho 
condition, that the holder of silver bullion 
may take it to the uiint and have it- coined 
into silver dollars, the government retain- 
ing as seigniorage the dlilorcnco between 
the coi.uago value of the bullion uud its 
market value on the day that the bullion 
Is taken to the mints. 


Tho bill alei) provides Cor the with- 


drawal from circulation of all green- 
backs, treasury notes and national bank 
notes below £30, aud the substitution oJ 
silver certificates in denominations of less 
than SSO, which ore to be payable in silver. 
The bill will contain provisions providing 
against either undue inflation or contrac- 
tion.

Another provision la that tlie national 
banks shall be allowed to issue up to their 
par value, and thn tax on national bauk 
circulation Is fixed at % of 1 per cant.

may take it to the mint and have it coined 
into silver dollars, the government retain- 
ing as seigni,orago the difference between 
the coinage value of the bullion and Its 
market value on tlie duy that tho bullion 
Is tnkeu to the mints.

What moet enchanted mo,, though, at 


toy first si(?htof Vlissengen was tho.group 
of burlesque peasantry assembled on tho 
pier to wateh the ooming of tbo steamboat, 
soys a correspondent of the Boston Herald, 
writing from Holland.

young canoes. The men are certainly the 
drollest specimens that ono over behuld, 
but tho women are plofcureaquo dears—not 
lovely, but, as I say, picturesque.

were swathed in titirts as hugo as hogs- 
heads. They woro upon their shoulders 
some sort of loco filigree which evades tho 
descriptive powers of a poor male chron- 
icler.
